ttnnlar form of it, that of eard-makine- 

The Books which are diapIayHit in Uie ahow caaea &ir the Donioae of 
tracing the progress of the art of prinliag occapy Cases III. to VlII., and 
H* «tuHd aeeording to oonntrieg. Tbia arrangement vsm neeessary,. 
bMaosa, although Genosny took the lead, printing rapidly apread itself 
iAto other eonntriea, and was carried on contempoiBneoiuly and with sur- 
piMng^ Tigoar.

The snhjecta of the booki pnntad within tho flnt tweatj or tiiiity 
yean of tbeintrodncttonof tbeKtaiaodiqil^anattoKatindindiiatily 
as striking aa that of tha type. The prerailing mbgecti of thow 
printed in Germany are Jartiprud«ii«e, llicakKy, aad thilosofihj ; of 
those printed, in Italy md Fraoee— Theolegy, iuriaprBdenee, Sei^Ms, 
Qreek and Roman Glasaica, HiHoiy, Poelty, Bobmms; while in Bng- 
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•ooatrlei Onmrnsr and Langaa^ find a place, bnt not % prominent 
one until tonardi tb« cloee of the century. 

Earing shown the progresa of the tf pograpMc art in the fifteenth 
oeuturf, tha next case (No. IX.) displajs specimens of sumptuoui 
printing — t, «. works printed upon vellum and on large paper—and 
also of fine printing of more recent date. And here, in the specimens 
of modem fine printing, it nill be Been hoir completely the distinctive 
character of the type of each country has disappeared with the pro- 

Sfis of reGnemeDt, the beautiful type of Italy, called the Roman, 
ving the othem out of the field, and leaving only so much difference 
M ia recognisable by a practised eye. 

The next step in the art, aa displayed in Case X., is the IlhiminaiiDn 
of books. The Ilium ination, or pictorial embeliiahiDelit of manu- 
■cripts, dates as far back as the filth century, and when printing had 
become established was applied to printed books, but to tiose only of 
a more costly character, and particularly to those printed on vellum. 

The Itluilration of books by means of engiavings on wood or copper 
is ahown in Case Xt. The simple uncoloured outline did, in ^t, 
precede the coloured picture. But tbe first efforte of this nature on 
-wood were extremely rude, owing, it is said, to the jealous refusal of 
the practised engravers on wood to assist, by their skill, the art of 
printing, which tiey feared would injure their own. The first printera 
were therefore obliged to engrave their own illustratione, aa the; were 
to cast their own type. The first illuHtiations were on wood, and in 
this, as well as in printing, Germany took the lead, being again closely 
followed by Italy, which, on the other hand, had thehonour of pro- 
ducing the fiisl book with copper-plate illustrations — Antonio Bettuii'a 
Uonte Sancto di Die. 

Tbe illustrations from engravings on wood and copper are followed 
by two cases containing a miscellaneous collection of literary curiosi- 
ties and autographs, and tbe last oompriBCa roecimcns of bookbinding 
firom the sixteenth century downwards. Of this art it may be observed 
that, like that of printing, its earliest specimens display a degree of 
excellence which cannot be surpassed at the present day, and which 
modem binders are proud to be able to imitate successfully. 

■: The table cases in which tbe books above referred to are exhibited, 
itte placed In tbe room occupied by the magnificent collectiou pre- 
sented by tbe Bight Hon, Thomas Orenville, and in the King's Library. 
"The room on tbe right or east side of tbe Hall, and opposite to the 
Great Staircase, contains the Grenville Library. This collection con- 
data of 20,341) volumes, and cost its late owner upwards of £54,000. 
Tbe same bigb feeling which characterised all bis actions led him to 
bequeath his library to the public aa an act of justice. His words are, 
" A great part of my library has been purchased from the profits of a 
ainecuTo office given to me by the public, and I feel it to be a debt and 
a duty that I sbould acknowledge this obligation by giving that library 
M acquired to the British Museum for the use of the public."
